I am forry, exceeding forry, that I have been obliged

In order to have fupported this Pofition, the Author ought 
to have fhewn by what Foreign War we were ever Gainers, 
which I believe is fcarce in his Power. I will cite the 
Words of an excellent Aathor as to thofe Times of 
which we might form the greateft Expectations, roge- 
ther with the Asthorities he produces in fupport of his 
/Affertion. The Times I mean are thofe of Queen Eli.

With me this amounts to a convincing Proof, that in 
the Senfe this Gentleman takes it, we never were 
Gainers by a Foreign War ; and if he has any Mind to 
conteft this Point, L-will undertake to make it good, not 
only againft him, but againft all the Reajoners and Com- 

uters of Lis Party. 

The Intent of the prefent War, as far as I can under-

Lofs is much to be deplored, but as to any Argument 
that may be form’d of its being in the fame Proportion 
as Three to Four in reipect to the late War, 1 think it 
cannot be conclufive for this plain Reafon, becaufe our 
Ships are great!y increas’d in Number, and confequently 
we may lofe Three-fourths of the Number we then lott, 
the’ leis Care was then taken than now. In che lateWar 
we were not engag’d alone, the Durch fuffer'd as well as 
we; and as to the Maritime Power of Spain in thole Days 
it was fo very low that we might be properly {aid to 
contend only with one Enemy. But t wave this and 
whatever might be faid farther upon this Subject from 
the Number of Privareers upon our Coaft, which, even 
from the Authority they cite, appears to have been in- 
comparably greater than any thing we have heard of, of 
late ; all this I fay I wave, becaufe till we kdow what 
Proportion the Ships then employ’d in Trade bear to the 
Ships employ'd now, we can only reaton at random, and 
run into Miftakes on both SiJes. 

The only natural Method of enquiriny »s to the Con- 
duct of the prefent War I take to be this: We ought 
| firft, to examine what Pains hive been taken (0 to preju- 
dice Spain as tovablige her wo think of putting an End 

to the War by fach iWexos as we may be fatished with 
and fecondly, we ought ‘to make fuch a Search into. our 
own Lofics as may enable us to dilcover, whether 
they are the inevitable Confequence of a War undet- 
taken under the Circumftances we were in when wa 
undertook this, or whether they have been heighren’d 
thro’ any Milimanagements whatidever? As to the frf, 
I think it is clear, ihat if ever any Nation fuffer’d {e- 
verely from a War, Spaia has fufter’d trom that which 
is now carrying on. Her Treafure in the Indies has not 
only remain’d there from the Beginning of it, but a Scop 
has been alfo put to that very Commerce by which the 
acquires a Right to it; fo thar the Government cannot 
but be exceedingly diftrefled by the Conicquences of this 
War, even when it fhall be atan End. ‘Thefe are cer- 
tainly very great Evils, and fuch as no confiderate Admi- 
niftration can fail either in feeling or forefecing. Be 
fides, her Ports have been block’d up at home, her Sub- 
jets have been in a manner impriion’d, the very Want 
of all other Employment has fiil’d her Privateers, and the 
very Diftrefics of our Enemies have been one Caufe of 
their diftrefling us. Ia thort, in America their Condition 
is defperate, their own ill Management has almoft de 
priv’d them of Food, as our Ficets have cut off their 
Trade. Im Europe, what their Court undertakes is the 
Effe&t of their defpotical Government; for asto the Stace 
of the People, it is low and miterabie to the laft Degree, 
if we can depend on the Letters that have been taken ia 
their Ships, or on the Reports which we receive from 
Foreign Nations, All the reit of Ewrope confiter Spain 
as undone by the prefent War, fhe appears in anorher 
Light here alone, and here only tothe Maleconrents, her 
lait, her firmeft Allies, who drew her into the War by 
their Murmurs, and who have been the Caule of that 
Obftinacy they have fhewa in cominanz it, by a like 
O>ftinacy of their own. As to the Lofles we have fuf- 
fer’d, the Writer I have to do with fays they wili be the 
Subject of a Parliamentary Enquiry, and therefore cilf 
thar is over, which mutt furnifh us with the proper 
Lights, 1 think it had better be forborn.
